Applicant communities are judged in five categories often referred to as the Five Es. These 
are Engineering, Education, Encourage ment, Enforcement, and Evaluation & Planning. A 
community must demonstrate achievements in each of the five categories in order to be 
considered for an award. Communities with more significant achievements in these areas 
receive superior awards. Filling out the BFC application is an education in itself, as communi- 
ties see where they are lacking in each of these categories.

Same things that reviewers 
look at are the availability of cycling educs- 
tion for adults and children, the number of

Questians 
address whether or not the law enforme- 
ment community has a llabon with the 
cycling community, if there are biovcle 
divisions of the law enformement or public 
safety communities, lf the community uses 
tangeted enforcement to encourage cydists 
and motorets to share the naad safely, ard 
the exétence of bicycling related laws such 
as those requiring helmet or the use of 
sidepaths.
